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A Canadian Parcel Post Local 


By Lieut. Col 


Very early in the war it was found 
the free parcel post  accorded to 
interned enemy aliens in this 
country was being abused. By Jan- 
uary 1940, the abuse had apparent- 
ly reached such proportions the De- 
partment of Secretary of State, 
Internment Operations Branch decid- 
ed action should be taken to stop it. 


By article 38 or the “Convention 
Relative to the Treatment of Pris- 
oners of War”—coneluded at Geneva 
27th July 1929, letters and  remit- 
tances of money or valuables as 
well as postal parcels addressed to 
or despatehed by Prisoners of War 
are exempt from postal charges. 


At this time the Prisoners of War 
in Canada were all class 2—enemy 
aliens or other persons interned 
under the provisions of the Defence 
of Canada Regulations. Prisoners of 
War class 1—Officers, soldiers and 


other persons officially attached to, 


the armed forces and other persons 
who follow the armed forces but who 
do not directly belong thereto such 
as correspondents, sutlers, ete, did 
not arrive until later. The rights and 
privileges of the two classes were 
different. 

The abuses of the privileges were 
almost entirely on the part of friends 
and relatives of the internees, res- 
ident in Canada. The problem was 
therefore a domestic one for Canada. 

The situation was discussed with 
the Post Office Department and a 
plan agreed upon. The result being 
what is officially known as a 
“Franking Label” was issued and 
regulations governing its use were 
promulgated. 

In effect what these regulations 
laid down was, and all Postmasters 
were so notified, that effective the 
1st Feb. 1940 all parcels mailed in 
Canada addressed to or sent by 
Prisoners of War in Canada must 
bear the above mentioned “official 
label” or be fully prepaid with post- 
age in the usual manner. Internees 
were to be similarly advised and in- 
structed to warn their correspondents 
that parcels unless so franked would 
not be delivered to them.

It is to be noted that it was  ap- 
parently intended these regulations 
would apply only to Prisoners of 
War class 2. Among the privileges 
extended to them had been free par- 
cel post. It was not considered de- 
sirable to place any restrictions on 
parcels coming into Canada from 
foreign countries if they had reach- 
ed Canada postage free. They were 
designed to operate so that the re- 
quirements of article 38 would still 
be observed. 


Actually no change was ever made 
in these regulations even when later 
Prisoners of War class 1 did arrive. 
This was not in itself perhaps im- 
portant. Few prisoners would have 
relatives or friends in Canada. Those 
they did have, if not already them- 
selves interned, would not likely 
desire to be associated with them.

Second Issue. 


Authorization of the use of these 
“Franking Labels” by our usually 
hidebound Post Office Department 
was indeed a departure on their part. 
lt is to be remembered and it was 
even pointed out, at the time of 
authorization, that franking privi- 
leges are restricted by law to cor- 
respondence mailed by or addressed 
io federal government departments 
at Ottawa. It was further pointed 
out it did not apply to parcel post. 
In addition the control, printing, 
distribution and issuing was turned 
over without restrictions to another 
department. They are in adhesive 
form, itself a departure. They could 
be used by private firms,  associ- 
ations, even private individuals. 

'The Internment Operations Branch 


e. 
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forthwith provided labels and they 
were taken into use about the 1st 
February 1940. 

In main the system of distribution 
was to issue them, in such quantities 
as it was considered they might 
need, to recognized associations and 
individuals such as The International 


Committee of the Red Cross, War 
Prisoners Aid Committee of the 
International Y.M.C.A. and the 


Apostolic Delegate. They, I am in- 
formed, were never issued to Pris- 
oners of War Camps or to Prisoners 
of War individually. 


The chief use of the labels was 
sending parcels of text books, read- 
ing material and comforts to Pris- 
oners of War in Canada. If such par- 
cels were ordered from a store, that 
store would be issued a “Franking 
Label” to pay the postage. 


Prisoner of War Camps remained 
under the jurisdiction of the Depart- 
ment of Secretary of State—Intern- 
ment Operations Branch till 1st Jan- 
uary 1943 when they were turned 
over to the Department of National 
Defence—Directorate of Prisoners of 
War. The Department of National 
Defence continued along the same 
lines and to provide labels until their 
discontinuance on 31st January 1947 
when they ceased to be valid for use. 


I have divided the labels into two 
issues. The first issue consisting of 
two printings produced while the 
camps were under the jurisdiction of 
the Department of Secretary of 
State. The escond issue consisting of 
four printings produced while under 
the Department of National Defence. 
The numbers vary in each printing 
according to the then considered 
need. 

The chief difference in the two 
issues is the wording. Those  pro- 
duced under the Department of Sec- 
retary of State read, "Canada, 
Internment Operations, Postage, 
Free”, in four lines. In the upper 
left corner appears the Coat of Arms 
of Canada while in both bottom cor- 
ners P/W appears. This is all sur- 
rounded by a single line border. 
Those produced under the Depart- 
ment of National Defence substitute 
for “Internment Operations”, “Pris- 
oner of War mail” as the second line 
and in every case add at the top to 
the right just inside the border the 


usual army code of date, numbers 
printed etc. 
They are all the work of the 


King’s Printer. They are all in black 
on various shades of red, gummed, 
ordinary wove paper. While they are 
on various shades of paper and the 
type used varies in each printing, 
the type, colour, paper, rouletting 
etc. is consistent in a printing. They 
are all approximately 2!5"x11!5" in 
size. 

It is not difficult to distinguish 
the printings. The first two present 
the only slight difficulty. The first 
is on a cherry coloured paper while 
the second is almost a  vermillion. 
The words “Internment Operations" 
in the first are 5 mm high, in the 
second only 3 mm high. The sub- 
sequent printings can of course be 
easily distinguished from the army 
codes above referred to. 

The check list that follows gives 
some further details. 

No doubt some will question the 
title of this article. I have no in- 
tention of trying to justify it. Call 
them what you like. They are, in my 
opinion a very interesting philatelie 
item especially so to those interested 
in Prisoners of War mail. 

I point out they did have the 
sanction of the Post Office Depart- 
ment. They did “pay” postage. They 
would carry a parcel up to 25 lbs. 
anywhere in Canada. That gave them 
a “value? of $2.50 each.

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The First Printing of the Canada Six Pence, 1851 
With a Discussion on Bank Note Paper 


By G. E. Wellburn, F.R.P.S.L., and E. H. Sullivan 








This article is a further study of 
the papers used for the first issue of 
the sixpence Canada stamp in May, 
1851. This issue consisted of 100,400 


stamps, mostly printed on a machine 
made laid paper. 


In our last article in the May 
‘POPULAR STAMPS' proof was 
given that the 6d on thin  wove, 


though rare, is a true variety. It is 
not on laid paper (with laid lines 
not showing)) as has been alleged. 

Some of our readers, no doubt, 
will be astonished to learn ‘that the 
first printing of the 6d included cop- 
ies on medium wove paper. This fact, 
which has not been reported hither- 
to, puts the first printing of the 6d 
in the same category as the 12d 
black, which, also, appears on laid, 
thin and medium wove papers. In- 
cidentally the 12d on medium wove 
is extremely rare and only one copy 
is known to exist on cover. 


6d Medium Wove on Early Dated 
Covers. 

In a further analysis of the 777 
sixpence stamps, referred to in our 
previous article, we found evidence 
of the existence of three covers. 
bearing no less than 15 copies of 
the 6d stamp on medium wove paper 

Ù ; 


and antedating the second delivery 
of the 6d stamp, which was on the 
21st March, 1855. 


Al] three covers were sold by 
dealers of the highest reputation and 
there seems to be no reason to doubt 
that the stamps were correctly 
described. Owners of large philate- 
lie libraries might find other  in- 
stances of the 6d on medium wove 
occurring in the first printing. 

The description of the three covers 
is as follows:— 

(1) 6d, medium wove, purple black, 
tied to cover from Montreal to New 
York, dated February 27th, 1852. 
Sold by Eugene Klein, Philadelphia, 
on March 11th, 1944. 

(2) 6d, slate violet, medium hard 
wove, tied to cover from London, 
U.C. to Kingston, dated December 
18th, 1852. Sold by Robson Lowe, 
London, England on June 5th,. 1946. 

(3) 6d, medium hard wove, block 
of twelve and one single, greenish 
gray, tied to a large envelope post- 
marked Cobourg, February 2nd, 1855, 
backstamped Toronto, February 4th, 
1855. Sold by H. R. Harmer, Lon- 
don, England on May 31st, 1938. 

This outstanding item is a vertical 
block 6x2 and it is stated in the 
catalogue that it is twice the size of 
any other known block of 6d stamps. 
Among pence stamps it is believed 
to be exceeded in size by only two 
blocks of %d stamps. 


Haphazard Selection of Papers. 


Messrs. Corwin and King made an 
exhaustive analysis of the pence 
papers in the Metropolitan  Philat- 
elist, Volume 1, 1890 and divided 
them into 14 series. Six of these, viz 
the laid (2 kinds), thin (1 kind) and 
medium wove (3 kinds) are classed 
as being on paper “what was gener- 
ally employed in the fifties to print 
bank notes upon and, therefore, 
obtained the name of ‘bank note 
paper’ while the papers used in the 
remaining series . . . . . .. appear to 
have been selected in a haphazard 
fashion, being dissimilar to any used 
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for making stamps or bank notes in 
those days.” 


The 8 papers described as having 
been selected in a haphazard fashion 
are the thick rare white laid, the 
ribbed (3 kinds), the thin brittle 
wove and thick hairy papers, pecul- 
iar to the 3d, and the thick hard and 
thick soft, peculiar to the 6d. Most 
of these papers would be unsuitable 
for bank notes. 
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made paper but are dissimilar and 


unlike the papers on which any of the 
pence stamps were printed. Both 
papers are wove and appear to be of 
better quality than the papers used 
for the stamps. The paper of the 
1837 note is very thin and hard and 
far more transparent than any paper 
used for the stamps of Canada. The 
1849 bank note is thin, soft and 
opaque and is of particular interest 
to stamp collectors because it feat- 





Bank Note Paper. 


The term ‘bank note 
somewhat misleading because 


paper’ is 
the 
American paper was not distinctive 


as was the paper of the Bank of 
England notes of £5 and upwards. 
This was made of pure new linen 
stock and bank clerks were able to 
distinguish genuine notes by the 
feel alone. 

No distinetive paper was used in 
the United States until the introduc- 
tion of the greenbacks in 1862. Be- 


fore that date ‘bank note paper’ 
meant a paper of linen and cotton 
rags (as were all papers in those 


days) which was strong, pliable and 
durable and, therefore, made of good 
stock. The quality of the stock was 
of much more importance than the 
method of manufacture, although it 
was the eustom to print bank notes 
on hand made paper. 

We have examined notes printed 
in August, 1837 by Messrs Rawdon, 
Wright and Hatch for the “Cham- 
plain and St. Lawrence Railroad" 
and in February 1849 by Messrs 
Rawdon, Wright, Hatch and Edson 
for “The Farmer’s Joint Stock 
Bank”, Toronto. Both are on hand 


ures the Chalon portrait of Queen 
Victoria, similar to that on the 12d 
black, except that the Queen is facing 


a quarter left instead of a quarter 
right. 
The circulation of State Bank 


notes in the States declined from 
$149,000,000 in 1837 to $59,000,000 
in 1843. This may have contributed 
to the closing of all but two hand 
made paper mills by 1845. From 1845 
onwards there was a tremendous in- 
crease in circulation: $90,000,000 in 
1845, $131,000,000 in 1850 and 
$205,000,000 in 1854. 

Denominations of the notes in the 
States included notes for fractions 
of a dollar and also in Canada there 
were notes for as little as 7%d 
Towards the end of the fifties it is 
on record that there were 7000 kinds 
of genuine notes in circulation in 
the States and 5000 different forg- 
eries of them. It must also be remem- 
bered that the majority of Canadian 
bank notes were printed in the 
States. 

It seems to us that the mills mak- 
ing hand made paper would be fully 
occupied in producing paper for cur- 
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rency and bonds and that the printers 
of postage stamps would have to use 
any good quality paper that was 
available. This would explain why 
early Canadian stamps were printed 
on so many different kinds of paper. 


STAMPEDE CACHET 


This year's stampede cachet to be 
stamped on letters mailed from the 
Stampede Post Office at the annual 
Stampede to be held at Calgary, Al- 
berta, Canada, July 7th to 12th in- 
clusive, will be one of the best ever 
used according to Frank  Argue, 
Postmaster for Calgary. While sev- 
eral horse designs have been used 
for the cachet in previous years, the 
one for 1947 is more accurate than 
any other. 

The cachet was taken from a well 
known photograph of a bucking horse 
and the sketch from the photo was 
made by William Guthrie, a clerk 
in the Calgary post office. Prior to 
the war, when mail service was nor- 
mal, philatelists from all over the 
world sent letters requesting the 
Stampede cachet, and one sent to the 
late President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt sold at auction for $100.00

-out of the *Bell" stamps in various 
centres.

Its a long time since I looked over 
one of those untouched forty year 
old collections. I now have one. of 
these before me and it's a treat to 
examine. I suppose this is nothing 
unique to dealers but they seldom 
tell us about them.

Charles Connell, that much 
maligned and famous postmaster of 
New Brunswick who got himself 
pietured on the notorious * Connell" 
stamp. As the rolling stone rolls 
round and' gathers a bit of moss I 
do believe that a great deal can be 
said for Connell that remains  un- 
written. If there are any students of 


Connell lore I would like to hear 
from them. 

Then again there is a so-called 
exploded myth that the so-called 


Two Cent orange registration stamp 
appeared as a color error. There is 
considerable evidence which I haven't 
seen for a long time that this stamp 
was issued in brown. Of course it is 
supposed to be due to oxidization 
from that Bluenose air down Nova 
Seotia way. Then again someone has 
said that it is the reverse of oxidiz- 
ation that makes them that way. 
Not being a chemist, what I mean 
is that orange may turn to brown 
due to lapse of time. But is this the 
explanation? Well hardly if the 
postmaster received them from Ot- 
tawa colored brown. 

And that reminds me that Nelson 
Bond has done a fine job on the 
“Inverted Bill” in “Philately”. Per- 
haps he’d like to run down the Con- 
nells on cover for me in the same 
way. From time to time they have 
been reported to exist. Who has 
them?

STAMP FIND REPORTED 
(From Toronto Telegram, May 29th) 

At the death in Toronto of a well 
known Canadian citizen, some un- 
wanted effects were discarded, 
among them a picture backed with 
a square of bristol board. A janitor 
saw the picture, liked it, and rescued 
it, discovering the bristol board 
backing was covered with strange 
looking stamps. He showed it to a 
plumber, who asked if he could have 
them for his stamp-collector nephew. 
So the nephew, Jack Wright, got 
the sheet of stamps, complete with 
bristol board backing. 

Then a friend of Jack’s had a 
stamp man friend, Neil Carmichael, 
of 198 Bay street. Neil came round 
to look at the sheet. 

The stamps, not at all unusual to 
see in the perforated and cancelled 
form, were issued in Canada in 1898 
to commemorate Imperial penny 
postage. 

Jack’s sheet of 100 stamps has not 
been perforated, therefore enhancing 
their value about 250 times. When 
he and Neil looked up the sheet’s 
value in official stamp catalogues, 
they found the one issued in London 
by Gibbons, listed a pair of unper- 
forated ones at 20 pounds, while 
Scotts catalogue of New York listed 
them at $50 a pair.

A NEW B.C. LAW STAMP 


In a lot of used British Columbia 
Law Stamps recently acquired, I 


came across two copies of what I 
believe is a new issue. The stamp 
is generally similiar to Type G, 
Mark's Canadian Revenue Catalogue, 
but differs in so many small details 
that it appears to be from a new 
plate. 

At a first glance, the face of 
Justice seems very thin, but the hair 
behind the head and neck has been 
made wider so that the neck is really 
thinner. The mouth is small and 
the chin more pointed. 

The chest is shaded by short lines 
(“hairy”) instead of dots. The dress 
is heavily shaded, while a piece on 
the upper left leg has been cut 
away to reveal more of the thigh. 
The cloak is heavily but roughly 
shaded. The shadows at the feet are 
drawn directly to the right, instead 
of partly to the rear. The sword has 
a spiral decoration on the hilt. The 
lower right corner of the pedestal 
has no horizontal shading, but a 
thick line surrounds the figure on 
the right side as well as to the left 
and above. 

The white lines around the letters 
of LAW STAMP are much wider, 
and the centre of each of the side 
ornaments is now a circular spot 
within a ring. The R of DOLLAR is 
like the R of Type F and does not 
have the curled up right leg as in 
Type G 

I have seen only the one dollar of 
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this issue, in colour a bright green- 
ish-blue, perf. 12 lithographed, and 
having a cancellation dated Dec. 7, 
1945. 

Most copies of the one dollar, BC 
33, Type G, have the R of Dollar 
with curled up right leg, but I have 
one oa which the R has a straight 
leg (like BC 29) and the D is much 
thinner, while the word Dollar is 
5% mm. long instead of the usual 
6 mm. Could this be a plate variety, 
or is the word Dollar interchange- 
able with the word Cents on the die? 
How many stamps make up a plate 
of the British Columbia Laws? I 
have never seen a full sheet.— 
Thomas Fletcher.

Popular Stamps for May, 
published a joint paper by Messrs. 
Humby of Hamilton and Wellburn of 
Duncan, setting forth the results of 
their studies of the two types of this 
stamp. 


Their conclusion was that the first 
fourteen plates were laid down from 
the die in its original state, and the 
last six plates from the same die, re- 
touched. The frame lines of Plates 
11 and 12 were altered on the plates. 

But still this writer is not quite 
satisfied. We humbly acknowledge 
that Mr. Humby and Mr. Wellburn 
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posses both material and patience far 
beyond our own, and they may be en- 
tirely right in their conclusions, but 
they do not explain the observations, 
so different from their own, as re- 


ported by Mr. Denton of Toronto in 
his paper contributed to the Eighth 
American Philatelie Congress. 

In that paper, Mr. Denton says *In 
plates 15 to 20 there is sufficient var- 
iation in the frame lines from one 
stamp to another—more than can be 
accounted for by die impressions or 
plate wear—to confirm the finding 
that only one die, which was not re- 
touched at any stage, was used in the 
production of this stamp. 

Now it is quite true that Mr. Den- 
ton's paper was not entirely correct

in every respect; for instance, he says 
that only four plates were used for 
printing the two-cent violet. This, 
however, is an error of negation— 
Mr. Denton simply lacked a compre- 
hensive collection of plate number 
blocks, and this error cannot be 
equitably advanced to  discredit his 
positive observation that in plates of 
the second type there is more varia- 
tion in the frame lines than can be 
explaned by variable die impressions 
or by plate wear.
